Edison Returns from Florida and Talks 
About His Recent Experiments, 
From the New York World. 

Thomas A. Edison, the famous electrician, 
returned irom his three-months’ trip to Florida 
and is now with his family at his beautiful resi- 
cence in Llewelln park, West Orange, N. J. Mr 
Edison looks robust and healthy and says he has 
succeededin ridding himself entirely of ihe ills 
that beset his life previous to his departure. The 
story about Mr. Edisun’s eyes beginning to fail him 
was certainly a fiction, and yesterday afternoon in 
the midst of his happy little family he talked to a 
reporter with a bright lightinas merry a pair of 
eyes as anybody would wishto see. 

“I went south mostly tor my health,” the wizard 
said, ‘but I did a little experimenting, 1 shall 
probably now remain home all summer.”’ 

“What kind of experiments did you meke while 
in Florida?’”’ 

‘J experimented mostly on telegraphing by fsea, 
but have not goue far enough yet to make knowu 
the progress I haye made. My experiments gave 
me satisfaction, however, and next year I think I[ 
will baye the work completed. I have experiment- 
ed beth by electrical and mechanical processes, It 
is an excellent place down there for such work. 
The waters are calm and not deep, with an un. 
broken s‘retch of at least twenty miles. I think 
the time will come when vessels at sea can talk to 
each other at distances of twenty miles, The talk- 
ing will be done by means of dots and signs, and 
uli ybody can un¢cerstand them.”
